Funding boost 
to tackle rogue 
landlords 

Traders give thumbs up to 
high street upgrade 


THE council has received 
£175,000 to boost its 
ongoing efforts to tackle 
rogue landlords operating 
in the royal borough. 

The funding is part of 
a £5 million government 
pot shared among 46 local 
authorities with Royal 
Greenwich awarded the sixth 
highest amount of money. 
It will be used to take on 
irresponsible landlords that 


force tenants to live in squalid 
and dangerous properties, 
making their lives a misery. 

The funding means the 
council can carry out more 
raids, increase property 
inspections, issue a greater 
number of statutory notices, 
survey more streets and 
demolish sheds and prohibited 
buildings. It will also help the 
council to root out more ‘beds 
in sheds’ - where buildings 
are often rented to vulnerable 


people and migrants by 
landlords who charge them 
extortionate rents to live in 
cramped conditions. 

It’s all part of the royal 
borough’s ongoing work 
to protect the interests 
of residents in private 
accommodation. Last month 
it was successful in taking 
legal action against the 
Ordnance Arms in Woolwich, 
where officers in the council’s 
private rented sector team 
raised concerns about poor 
safety and living standards in 
a youth hostel. 

Cllr Jackie Smith the 
council’s cabinet member 



for community safety and 
environment said: “I am 
delighted that the council has 
secured this £175,000 boost. 
We already have an excellent 
record on taking on rogue 
landlords and supporting 
residents affected by their 
actions. 

“The vast majority of 
landlords act responsibly 
and within the law. However 
we will always act to protect 
residents by taking strong 
actions against the small 
number who act exploitatively 
and force their tenants to live 
in overcrowded and squalid 
accommodation. 

This funding will help 
the council in further 
ensuring that private tenants 
are protected from any 
unscrupulous behaviour 
they might encounter when 
renting a home.”

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Royal borough at 
the wheel in 'Smart 
City' innovation 

THE council's commitment to developing 
and applying Smart Cities technology 
has received a further boost with the 
announcement of two funding awards in 
recent weeks. 

The royal borough is a partner in the new 
MOVE-UK project, led by engineering 
giants Bosch with Jaguar Landrover and 
others, and funded by a £5.5 million 
grant from the government's InnovatellK 
body. MOVE-UK aims to speed up the 
development of driverless cars for the 
mainstream market and will particularly 
focus on analysing the large amounts 
of data involved in developing such 
technology. 

Cllr Sizwe James, the borough's cabinet 
member for business, employment and 
skills, said: "This information will prove 
invaluable in helping Smart Cities such 
as Royal Greenwich improve services for 
residents, strengthen the economy bring 
new investment, and find new solutions to 
issues such as congestion, road safety and 
emissions." 

The council is also a partner in the brand 
new 'Atlas' initiative, led by Ordnance 
Survey, a project that will develop 
autonomous navigation for driverless cars 
by testing and analysing environmental 
and mapping data vital for the technology 
involved. Both initiatives are among 
a number of projects, announced by 
business secretary Sajid Javid last week 
(Feb 1 ), that will benefit from £20 million 
in government funding to help research 
into driverless car technology.

driverless cars in the royal 
borough. 

The announcement will 
see three British companies 
working together to create the 
driverless vehicles ahead of a 
carefully controlled public 
trial in Royal Greenwich this 
summer. 

The companies, Westfield 
Sportscars, Heathrow 

Enterprises and Oxbotica, are 
developing pods capable of 
operating fully autonomously 
and safely on the streets of 
London. 

The new automated pods 
look like small train carriages 
and will be based on existing 
vehicles that are currently in 
use at Heathrow Airport. They 


will be developed without the 
need for dedicated tracks. 

The royal borough is the 
local authority partner in 
the £8 million GATEway 
(Greenwich Automated 

Transport Environment) 
project. Launched in February 
2015, it is one of three projects 
chosen by the government to 
test automated vehicles in 
urban environments. 

This summer’s shuttle trial 
is the first of three designed 
to test the suitability of 
driverless car technology 
within the royal borough. 
Future trials will take place to 
test autonomous valet parking 
and automated shopping cart 
deliveries in the future. 

Cllr Sizwe James, cabinet 
member for business, 


employment and skills said: 
“The announcement of the 
next stage of the GATEway 
project is great news - it is 
a project of international 
significance and we are 
playing a vital role in its 
continued development. 

“It is a key part of the 
council’s Smart City Strategy, 
which sets out a future vision 
for the borough to ensure 
‘smarter’ delivery of services 
to residents.

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Food store fined for public health risk 



A PLUMSTEAD food store has been 
fined almost £5,000 after it failed to 
deal with infestations of cockroaches 
and mice. 

The royal borough had a successful 
prosecution against Dadoo’s Food Store 
Limited and its director Harmit Singh who 
pleaded guilty to numerous food hygiene 
offences at Bexley Magistrates Court. 

The store was fined £4,647 including 
costs on January 25. 

The fine followed a series of visits by 
royal borough environmental health 
inspectors during 2014 and the temporary 
closure of the store in January last year. 

The court heard that health inspectors 
first visited Dadoo’s Food Store in August 
2014 after a complaint from a member 
of the public who had seen cockroaches 
there. 

Food hygiene improvement notices 
were served after a follow-up inspection 
in September found that the cockroach 
problem had not been dealt with. In 
addition, inspectors also found evidence 
of mice at the premises. 

In December 2014 inspectors visited 
again and closed the retailers deciding 
there was an imminent health risk to the 
public. They found that no work had been 
done to comply with the notices - and in 
fact conditions had worsened. A large 
amount of stored food was badly affected 


by mouse activity, with droppings 
and urine found on food and packing 
equipment. 

Dadoo’s Food Store was only allowed 
to reopen once intensive pest control 
treatments were carried out and the 
premises thoroughly cleaned, disinfected 
and holes filled.

Mouse trap shut down 


A BUTCHER and grocery store was 
shut down by health inspectors after a 
customer saw a mouse running across 
the meat counter and chopping board. 

Inspectors visited KSN Foods on 
Woolwich New Road on January 29 
after the report by a member of the 
public. They found mouse droppings 


(pictured) on packets of pitta bread, in 
between packets and tins on shelving 
and amongst fresh produce including 
lemons and peppers. The store has been 
given a chance to clean up and deal with 
the infestation and will only be allowed 
to reopen after a repeat inspection by 
environmental health inspectors. 



Renewed police appeal a year after killing 


THE POLICE are offering a 
£20,000 reward to help find 
the killer of a man murdered 
in Thamesmead a year ago. 

Chleve Massi, 23, from 
Haringey, was shot as he 
arrived at a birthday party with 
friends in Sark Tower, Erebus 
Drive at about 4.20am on 
Sunday, February 1 last year. 

His friends carried him 
out of the flat and left 
Sark Tower in three cars, 
including a grey Audi A3 and 
a dark blue Ford Focus. The 
police later found the Audi 
and the Focus in Western 
Way, with Chleve left injured 
in the back of the Ford. 

He was taken to hospital 
by ambulance but died later 
that morning. A post-mortem 
gave the cause of death as a 
gunshot wound to the chest.

Gwyn said around 30 or more 
people would have been at 
the party.

"There are a number of 
people who must know what 
happened, and who was 
responsible for firing the gun 
that killed Chleve," he said. 

"One year on, it is not too 
late for you to speak out 


and tell us what you know. 

A year can be a long time, 
friendships and allegiances 
change. If you were at that 
party that night and know 
who is responsible, it is 
important that you are brave 
enough to come forward." 

The reward is offered for 
information that leads to 
the identification, arrest and 
prosecution of the person, 
or people, responsible for 
Chleve's murder. Twenty- 
one people have so far 
been arrested as part of the 
investigation but nobody has 
yet been charged.

Experts praise estate's 
pioneering health projects 


PUBLIC health experts made 
a housecall to residents on the 
Woolwich Dockyard estate for 
a check up on their pioneering 
programme which is improving the 
health of local people. 

For three years, the estate has been 
running a series of projects that are 
starting to have a real impact on 
residents’ health and well-being. Funded 
by the Big Lottery, the projects include a 
scheme supporting local families to eat 
healthily, a community garden, a family 
learning group and a community cafe. 

Now the scheme - which is part of a 
programme called Well London - has won 
the attention of campaigners, academics 
and funding bodies who are keen to see 
the approach adopted more widely. 

During a fact-finding visit earlier 
this month, the estate played host to 
social entrepreneur Lord Mawson, who 


chairs Well North, a similar programme 
running in the north of England. 

Also taking part in the visit were 
representatives of the Royal Society 
of Public Health and Public Health 
Wales, as well as members of the team 
from University of East London that 
coordinates the Well London project 
across the capital. 

The aim of the visit was to build 
stronger links between organisations 
across England and Wales that are 
putting local communities in the driving 
seat when it comes to improving people’s 
health and wellbeing. 

Lord Mawson heard first-hand from 
residents about the way the scheme 
has helped to improve their health and 
about the way in which members of the 
community now support one another. 

Woolwich resident Lydia Pratt said: 
“The Well London project helps me 
know what’s going on in the community 
and is a good way of getting to talk to 
neighbours and other people in the local 
area. Overall it’s a good way of keeping 
in contact with the local community and 


that’s really valuable - it’s something 
that we can be proud of as residents.” 

Lord Mawson, who has made it his 
lifelong mission to improve the lives 
of ordinary people by helping them to 
become independent, said: “I’m interested 
in what you do to challenge communities. 
Today I’ve seen people developing land 
into gardens, parents making things and 
people getting active. 

“The next stage is getting 
entrepreneurial. We have to move 
beyond grants,” he said. 

Cllr David Gardner, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health, social care 
and public health, said: “I am grateful to 
Lord Mawson for visiting the Woolwich 
Dockyard estate to see for himself the 
great work going on in the royal borough 
as part of the Well London project. 

“Well London provides a really 
important framework for local 
communities covering a range of 
different services and the fact that 
projects across the country are starting 
up using this model is great recognition 
of the work and success we have had.”

At Invicta Primary School a full-scale 
rebuild of its main site in Blackheath is 
nearing completion. 

All-new buildings will replace the 
old ones, some of which date back to 
Victorian times. The building work 
is due to be completed in April, with 
the outdoor work finished during the 


Eventually the old school will be 
demolished, and its site used as an 
outdoor playground, with multi-use play 
equipment. The new school will be able 
to take 420 children and 75 members of 
staff, both full and part-timers. This is an 
increase of 90 children and 26 staff. 

The original school building consisted 
of two wings with a courtyard between. 
As demand for places went up, the school 
has been growing at the rate of one 
extra class every year. The new building 
will be two storeys high. On the ground 
floor will be an entrance lobby with a lift 
and staircase to the first floor, and staff 
offices, toilets, nursery playrooms and 
group space. The reception and infant 
classrooms will also be on the ground 
floor. 

The first floor will have junior 
classrooms, a staff room, a library 
resource centre, toilets and office and 
storage space. There will also be a single- 
storey main hall, kitchen and dining 
area. Head teacher Marie Corbett said, 
"Everyone at Invicta is really excited 
about the prospect of getting a modern 
school for our children." 

The school also moved into a second 
site in Deptford last September. 
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ensure that there are sufficient 
school places to meet demand in 
the future.” 

One major landmark approved 
this month is the new building 
for St Mary Magdalene School 
at Greenwich Peninsula. 
Constructed as part of the major 
regeneration of the area, St Mary 
Magdalene will be the borough’s 
first ‘all through’ school. When 
complete, it will provide early 
years, primary and secondary 
education, offering places for 
children aged three to 19. 

The council’s planning board 
gave the £41m scheme the go- 
ahead when it met last Tuesday. 
The school will be built on 
land between Millennium 
Way and John Harrison way 
on the Greenwich Peninsula. 
Facilities at the school will be 
available for community use 
including a sports hall and 
multi-use games area (MUGA) 
and sports pitches. 

Council Leader Denise Hyland 
said “The go-ahead for this 
school building is a major 
milestone in the development of 
Greenwich Peninsula. As well as 
providing extra places for young 
people within a successful 
school, the school will be at the 
heart of this new and expanding 
community.” 


A special secondary school 


MAJOR investment is being made to give more 
opportunities and facilities for children with a wide 
range of special needs. 

Willow Dene has its main base in Swingate Lane, 
where there are 163 primary school-age pupils with 
a variety of complex learning needs. Under the 
investment programme the school is expanding 
onto a new site in Wickham Lane, which is due to be 
finished in early spring. 

Rachel Harrison co-headteacher of Willow Dene 
School, said: "We are now full settled into our 
new buildings and fantastic facilities at Swingate 
Lane. To develop an additional site for secondary 
aged pupils is very exciting. This will ensure that 
we can deliver high quality education for our 


children as they get older, continue 1 
partnership with our parents and re; 
aspirations that we have for our chil< 
grow into young adults. We have an 
Stage 3 curriculum which we are loo 
implementing over the coming year 
Another site for older children with 
educational needs with be Newhave 
Gardens, Eltham. This will be on the 
King's Park adult education college, 
refurbished to provide a secondary : 
post-1 6 unit for 55 children. It is due 
in April. 
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Five new classrooms and more 


ANOTHER five classrooms are being added 
to St Margaret's Primary in St Margaret's 
Grove, Plumstead. There will also be a new 
staffroom, new cooking, library, learning 
resources and utility rooms, main offices and 
a medical room. 

Headteacher Jeremy Lunnon said: "More 
than a year's worth of building has been 
going on around us, and we have been 
moving around the school in phases so 
another room can be adapted or newly built. 


We are modernising buildings that date from 
1 856 to the 1 970s. The staff are very positive 
and good-spirited about it because it requires 
flexibility from them, with building work 
going on just yards away." 

Building work is progressing well, and will 
be finished this summer. At the moment St 
Margaret's has 280 children. Eventually there 
will be 420, with the first intake of reception
